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Applicants arguments have being carefully considered but not to be persuasive 

Applicants mainly argue that the external storage mechanism of Fig. 2 as taught by Nikishado is not used to parse the frames received for 
the connection processing. 

Examiner believes that the claim broad and reasonable interpretation reads on the reference. 

The claim broadly specifies that the offload unit selects the connection processing to extract data and return it to memory. Examiner 
consider that the processing unit 91 is operatively connected to the external storage mechanism that hold the processing programs and 
data. The processing unit 91 couples with the memory 92 to process the data and return it back into the external storage mechanism 93. 

Applicants also argue that the references do not suggest a timestamp, an expected sequence number, ro an unaknowledgement of frame. 
Examiner believes that the combined references suggest a timestamp for, the wait field as taugh in Nikishado, holds information on wait 
time used for comparison that could be use to sequence the frames base on other fields 42, (Elzur, Fig. 3). 
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
